It consists of 100 to ISO 
men who call themselves "Devotion of our Lives to Heroic Youth" and have the motto 
God, Shah and Fatherland." They wear white blouses with red insignia. They are 
frequently seen In jeeps, which probably come from the army. The tendency of the 
organization is anti-Communist.
